Omaha, May 3.— At exactly 9 o'clock 
yesterday morning. Bishop Bowman 
rapped to order the first basineas session 
of Uie Twenty-aarentb aoadrennlnl gen- 
eral eonf ennce of tho McChodiat EpUco- 
iwl ehnrch.

Tho conference 
was opened by Mriptnral reading by 
Bishop Newman, foUowtd by an earnest 
prayer by Bishop Fobs. Oontinnlnir the 
religions senrices Dr. Lonohan, of Balti 
more, read another passsgs from the 
Bcriptares and ths immsnse congrega- 
tion united ia an old Methodist hyxnn. 
The conference then proceeded to oom- 
plet* its organization. 

Hut One Abs<?nte<>. 

With the exception of Bishop Taylor, 
of Africa, who han not yet reached the 
city, all of tiie bi.shojw were seated uiwn 
the platform, and timing the loifg roll 
call of delegates whicli followed the re- 
ligions exercises they fnriiiBhed to the 
andience a atndy of intellect that bore 
silent witness to the falsity of tlie re- 
peated statement that the brainy men of 
today are found in the ranks of the in- 
fidels. 

iaeretory Bleeteil. 

At the ccndosion of the roll caB the 
conference proceeded to the election of 
a secretary. Dr. 0. D. Monroe, of Penn- 
sylvania, the former secretary, and Dr. 
Manley 8. Hard, of Wyonung, were 
candidates for tb» poeition. When the 
result of the ballot was announced. Dr. 
Monroe was declared elected secretary 
by a nearly two-thirds majority. He 
immediately annonnced an his assistants 
Mauley Hard, of Wyoming, and Charles 
Hudson, of Indiana. 

The Trouble Rvgliia. 

After tl»e election of a secret.ary the 
permanent seating of delegates was in 
order, liuiiiediately tlie old trouble be- 
tween tlie lay and ministerial delegates 
came to the snrfiice. The lay delegates 
held a minting Saturdiiy afternoon luid 
decided to aslt the conference to seat 
them by themselves aepjirate from the 
ninisters, thinking by ihi.s means to se- 
cure greater recoj^tion than they now 
have, and t^WM* yrasnl Wltil their 
request. 

Oldest Member mt the ConSateBae. 

Dr. John Lonolum, of Baltimore, the 
oldest member of the conference, spoke 
favoring the layman, saying that he 
sympathized with them ana believed 
that they should be accorded eqiaal rep- 
resentation with the ministers and as the 
conference had refused thisrit was only 
right that they should Iw allowed to 
mass themselves together SBd thereby 
secure greater recognition. 

J. C. Shinkle, of Kentuckr, a kyman, 
spoke strongly against the division. 

Judge Murray, of Pennsylvania, said 
ttiat this request was not brought up 
with any idea of Mpofttion to the minis- 
ters, but only that the lavmen might 
have a greater influence, for when 150 
laymen were scattered around among 
850 ministers their indtridoslity was 
lost sight of. 

Postmaster Field, of Philadelphia, 
spoke strongly in favor of the laymen, 
and even went so far ss to snr that un- 
less the request was granted the laymen 
had no place in the conference, for tw-

tuAhome. Many oUiers spoke strongly 
pro and con on the question. 

Manner of Votlni;. 

J. M. Buckley, editor of The Christian 
Advocate, favored the reqtiest, and Dr. 
L. C. Qnel. of Wyoming, opposed it. 
Considerable feeling was worketl up 
over the question and proper MethodiMt 
decorum was preserved at timefl with 
difficulty.

The meeting w;is 
called to order by Bishop Newm.iii. of 
Omaha, and after the usual devononal 
exerci.ses Mayor George P. B<'iiiis de 
livert'(l the address of welcome in which 
he extended the hi si)italiiy of Lu« city 
to the Methodists an(l tiieir friends. 

President Davis, of tlie city council 
Fjwke of "(Mir City Uovemiiitiu , ' de- 
tailing the histiiry of Omaha from its 
birth to the i)resent day and e.\i)laiiiiiig 
the machinery by wliicli the government 
is managed. He f^poke of the phenom- 
enal growth of Omaha whii h in a de- 
cade has grown from a village of l.OOU 
souls to a metropolis inhabiteid by 150,- 
000 people and closed with words of 

welcome. 

Hon. H. D. Estabrook, whose fame as 
an orator e.xteiids even to the national 
capital, FjKike on "Our Guests and ( )ur- 
selves." The voting man's words were 
heartily applauded ami after Ium allotted 
time had been iise4l up he was urged to 
go on. 

"Western Metliodisiu" was the theme 
of an excelh'iit si)eech by .Indge .hujcib 
Faweett, who descriU'd the trials and 
hardshi])s of the western circuit rider 
and dwelt upon the great influence 
which Methodiai aow eanvti to the 

west. 

The resi)onse to the si^'cches was by 
Bishop Bowman, wliose lovable coun- 
tenance won the liearts of all. He spoke 
of the doubt with which the conference 
was given to ( iinaha. but stated that all 
doubts had been disi)elled by the hospit- 
able treatment and ample aooiBHBOda- 
tions given the delegates. 

The delegates wi^re then presented to 
the mayor and the bisho])s, after which 
refre.shiiieiits were served in tiie banqiief 
hall adjoining, and an hour spent in 
making new friendships and renewing 
old onea. 

Importance of this Conference. 

The importance of this conference will 
be known when it ia stated that this is 
the largest ecclesiastical body that as- 
sembles in this country. It is constitut- 
ed of the setenteen Dishops—who are 
presidents, in turn, but have no vote 
and no voice except by courtesy— 805 
ministerial and 188 lay delegates, repre- 
senting 184 annual conferences and mis- 
sions, with a total of 80,079 preachers, 
traveling and local, and 3,400,000 l&y 
commtinicants. 

This occasion has brought to this city 
the most prominent and mfluential min- 
isters and lajrmen of that denomination 
from every state and territory in the 
Union, together with a perfect multi- 
tude oif visitors. In many^espects this 
gathering is the most important of its 
character thilt has ever been held 
save that of 1844, when the church 
divided on the slavery question— 
an event regarded by many as the enter- 
ing wedge of the great civil War. 

Change I" *i>« I'liurch'n follcy. 
For more than a year there have been 
rumors of an impending ciiango in the 
policy of the church, .some of them rif a 
radical diaracter. which can be effected 
only by the legislation of the greatest 
deliberative body of the denommatiun. 
This is tJie twenty-seventh general con- 
fereni-e in the history of the church, the 
Arst having been held in Baltimore in 
1784, when the church was young and 
the delegates scattering. 

Qaettlons to Be OoaatdeMtf. 

Among the auedUons which the con- 
ference will be called upon to decide are 
thoee relating to an increase in the nnm- 
bei" of Mt^ope, the time limit eontro- 



versv, the question ef giving the eolore<l 
brethren renresentation on the board of 
bishops, aua the right of women to sit as 
delegates.

Til" (lues'ion was submitted to a vote 
of tlie ihuii'h. and failed, though re- 
cei\ i'iL,'a CO isioeralde ma.ioritv. A con- 
sensus of tile lay meiiitiei'siiiji w.is dIk 
t;iiiied by a vote over\viii'lmiii'_'ly in 
favor of female re])rei*entation. but it 
has no legal signihcance. .Some liavt 
proposed tlie bringing of the matter be- 
fore the conference in the sliape of a 
resolution, and the sweeihng of it 
throtigh on the ground that the snbmis- 
8i(m of the question in the conferences 
was not neces.sary, and the body itself is 
the sole judge of tlie qualifications of its

Ttf Color QoMtlM. 

The questioa, also, of the election of a 
colored favtfaop, will be exciting. The 
negro delegates will claim renresenta- 
tion in the Episcopacy, bat tkey will 

not succeed or seceae. 

S»n.<' of th«' Itl.<h<iv.t ^Jiowjii;; <»lci. 

There are eighte<^n bisho|>s on the 
ei)iscopal Ixiard, including the two mis- 
sionary bishops. They liolj ofiii-e for 
life and no jirovision is found in the 
\^K)k of discipline for retiring tlieiii. un- 
less tor maladministration or some 
kindred cause. Some of these good 
bishojis are well along in years. Three 
of them are over seventy, ami it is said 
they have survived tin ir period of iise- 
fuliuss. Hilt tliey lieg le.ive to ditler 
and do not care to reliiKiuish office l>e- 
cause they have reached the years of 
three score and ten. 

Mew BJaKeysiS* Be Stactad. 

It ia ^te Ukdj that several new 
Uah<^winbe elected, and in addition 
several ndsrionary U^ope, one for 
South America, <»e for China and 
Japan, and CM Iter Bnope. About a 
score of men an aMntioaed for these 
jiiacee. Dr. Dreee would auln a caniul 
tiishop for Bonrtlt AmeriM) of which 
part of the vinejraid he ia now superin- 
tendent. Dr. M. C. Harris, <^ San Fran- 
cisco, or Dr. Nathan Sikes, of Foo Chow, 
could i:ot be improved upon for China 
and Japan. Dr. William Burt, of Rome, 
will surely be considered if it is decided 
to locate a missionary bishop in Europe. 

Pu«tors .\i>kinK More Power. 

A strong memorial will be presented 
to the conference, asking it Ui enact snch 
legislation as will enable pastors to dro| 
members who do noisupijort the church 
according to their ability, to elect 
bishops for eight years without jirivilege 
of re-election, tr) remove the limit from 
tlie jMistoiate. to provide for the election 
of presiding elders with or without thf 
nominations of tlie liishop, and to give 
tilt) cabinet with the bishop the power 
of making appointments, a majority of 
the presiding elders being snflicient to 
determine an appointment. 

The conference will be in ses.sion dur- 
ing the entire month, and will meet in 
the £xp<L)Kition building, which will seat 
•m 8|000 people.

State Commissioner of Agriculture Mc- 
Dowell has sent oat his report, giving tbe 
condition of crops at the clooo of tbe 
month of April. He says : 

" In my report of April Ist I gave the 
condition of what at 92 as compared with 
same time last year. The last days of 
March and first days of April were fine 
for wheat, in fact, vegetation of all kinds 
iadieatod an eariy spring ; but on April 
8th the weather changed, the tempera- 
ture dropped to and below 30, with sev- 
enl bard freeses, and continued cold and 
cool until about the 2')th ; but from 
nearly all reports the wheat was not 
damaged, and I have to report it never 
looking better at this time of the year, 
and a bountiful harvest is anticipated. 
Amount of old wheat on hand 8) per cent. 

" Com— Very little com planted, owing 
to the very wet weather; from the 2Bth 
to tbe 2Stli the weather was fine for 
planting, but not many farmers were 
ready. The planting season is later than 
it used to be. The larger part of tlie crop 
Qsed to be planted in April, now the 
larger part of it is planted in May, and

acreage, 85 per cent. 
" Sorghum— Acreage il «M&paNd to 

last year, 05 jier cent. 

Potatoes— Acreage, compared with 
last year, 89 per cent 

"Tobacco— As to acreage compared 
with last year, 8.5 per cent; plants plen- 
tiful an<l looking well, in some few places 
killed by frost, and washed out and cov- 
ered up by heavy rains. 

Cliiver -The sowing' this spriii)|j es 
caped the freezes and looks well. As 
compared with Hist year, 101 per cent. 

"Timothy is not so well adxam ed as 
clover, hut is looking well ; as compared 
to last year, 100 per cent Piatimaof all 
kinds looking well, but would be im- 
1( roved by some warm sunshiny days. 

"Hemp— The present ttap not all 
broken ; weather has been very unfavor- 
ble for breaking, which will keep back 
plowing for new crop, and cause late 
sowing ; the average for this year will be 
small, 74 per cent 

" Fruit— The early fruit wa.s thousbt 
to be all killed by the freezes of April. 
Some very eariy eborries and strawber- 
ries were killed, but enouijh escaped to 
make a large yield. Very few early ap- 
plet UUd, and from present indications 
the crop of apples will be abundant. Re- 
ports vary as to the peach crop ; some 
correspondents report them badly dam- 
aged, while others report that the crop 
will be abundant, unless killed hereafter. 
Kstimated ])er cent. !>•). 

" All kinds of stock wintered well, ex- 
cept in some few counties sheep have not 
done well. Since my last rejiort there 
has been some improvoment in price of 
mules, from the tiet Aiere is a better de- 
iitand fiir cotton. Tlie fat cattle market 
is fully one dollar per hundred less than 
this time last year. 

" The demand for garden seecl and seed 
corn has been very great. 1 wiali 1 could 
have been able to have supplied tbom all, 
but it would have required a very laige 
approjjriation to have done so." 

Colonel McDowell says: "The action 
of the Legislature in appropriating $100,- 
000 for Kentucky's exhibit at the World's 
Columbian Exposition, to be held at Chi- 
cago, ought to be gratifying to every far- 
mer in the State. Ooveraor Brown has 
apiminted five Commissioners, who are 
honest and judicious men, to take charge 
of the money, and they will make such 
an exhibit as will be of great value to tbe 
business interest of the iState, and who 
doubts that, in the competition for the 
various prizes, that there will be more 
money bruught back iu premiums to 
Kentucky than was appropriated by thg 
Legialature."

FAST RUNS. 



Tbe Records Some Packets Have Hade 
01 tlM Upper Ohio.

Mmtion was made yesterday that the 
elegant new steamer Telegraph, which 
paaaed up Sunday night for Pomeroy, was 
trying to beat all records for fast ran- 
oing. Whether she aaooeeded or not haa 
not been learned. 

MoHt all the packets have been on their 
metal of late, and the frequent notices 
uMde ci the taata ot apeetf hate act the 
people to talUag who take any intmeat 
in such matteiB. 

. There have been aome faat nina in the 

days gone by, and if the Telegraph suc- 
ceeded in breaking the record she is a 
bustler. 

In 1851, the Telegraph No. 2 made the 
ran from Cincinnati to Pittsbuig in forty- 
fonr hoars and forty-seven minutea. Whisa 
thia waa annoanoed many rivennen aaid 
it would be impoaaible for any other boat 
to beat that record. But they were inis- 
Uken. On the first of May, 1852, the 
Buckeye State left Cincinnati and landed 

at the Pittsburg wharf ju^t forty-three 
hours afterwards. She made the run to 
Angoata on that trip in three hoarfl7and 

thirty-two iiiinnteB, to Ripley in four 
hours and nineteen minutes, and reached 
Mayaville in jast five hoam, and Man- 
chester fifty-six minutes later. The run 
to Portsmouth waa made in nine liours 
and seventeen minutes. 

In later years the Fleetwood's quick 
run from Cincinnati to Huntington was 
one of the notable ones. She reached 
Mayaville in four hours and fifty-eight 
minntee, beating the Buckeye State's 
record to tiiis point two minutes. In 
1854 the Thomas Swan ran from Cincin- 
nati to Mayaville in fonr honra and fifty- 
four minutes, beating the Buckeye State's 
time six minutes, and the Fleetwood's 
four minutes. The Fleetwood, however 
made no landings, while the Buckeye 
State made all of them, and the Swan 
made two. On the Fleetwood's trip re- 
ferred to she left Cincinnati at 3:5U p. m. 
and reached Portsmouth at 1:17 o'clock 
that night and waa in Hnntington at 5:14 
next morning. 

On January 1, 1878, the old Telegraph 
made the ran from Cincinnati to Pome- 
roy in twenty-two hoaraand made twenty- 
aeven landings. The Boatona'a record 
from Cincinnati to Tonieroy is twenty-two 
boon and forty minutes, with heavy 
Mfht, and it ia aaid that thIa ia the 
record the new Telegraph atarled cot 
Sunday to beat 

Since the above waa written, a apecial 
to the Enquirer aay.^: "The Telegraph 
reached Pomeroy Monday at 1:2:15 noon, 
with her oolora flying, cannon booming 
and a man out on her boom waving a 
flag and blowing a horn. She made the 
run from Cindiviati in nineteen hours 
and fifteen minntea, beating her pre- 
vious fast record."
